WAR AMONG THE POETS

It ie with feelings of mortification and regret that 
| We announce, that the treaty of peace, which, it wasan- 
ucipated, woukl have secured a lasting reconcihation, 
bas been unexpectedly violated, and that open war bas 
been declared by the poeta. The belhgerants on both 
aides, are raking active preparations fur a long cam- 
paign, and it is feared that ovless some of the pacifi- 
catory powers interpose, it will be a war characterized 
by a total extermination of either one or both of te 
parties. 

Fiom the prevading spirit of the age, the unparelleld 
march of mind—and the great efforts which have been 
making throughout the world to abolush the barbarous 
and unchristian custom of war: it was fondly hoped, 
that we should have remained in a perpetual state of 
quietude—but alas! these vaienary conceptions | a.e 
vanished, and we are now seriously threatened with 
all the miseries, privations, and melancholy results 
which neceseanly flow fiom the savage operations of 
contending armies, 

The country will be overflowed with rech los mer- 
cenaries, and we shall suffer the loss of that social |i 
berty—poetical tranquility and Inerary repose, which 
the aspect of affairs, a short time since, promised to be 
of long continuance. 

It is painful to contemplate the state of the poetical 
world a few weeks since, and then look at the con- 
trast which existe now. Then the prospect of 
repose and tranquility was apparently firm and last. 
ing, but the extraordinery bulletin of the American 
Quarterly suddenly aroused us from the decei'tul 
calm. 

We anxiously awaited the resuli, and in a few days 
an extraordinary courter direct from the court of New 
Am«terdam brought the Ukase of the Knickerbocker. 

All is now a'arm and contusion,—it is impossible to 
gay what course will be pursued, bat from some int 
mations which have been given in the regions of St, 
James—it is thought that the restrictions on Amen- 
can poetry will be removed, and thus the way will 
be opened to an amicable and satisfactory settlement 
of the claims preferred by both of the contending pow- 
efs 

For our own part, who are mere lookers on in 
this matter we shall pursue a systern of entire neutrali- 
ty; we have friends on both sides and therefore in the 
ptesent attitade of affairs, shall declare for neither. 

Some may perhaps eensure us for this tempornzing 
course, but we are fully satixfied, that our policy is 
one which oromises in any event, the greatest chance 
of being usetul, to one or both of the belligeranta. 
The foreiga pobey of our cabinet is we think decided. 
ly the hest; although possibly this may be a singular. 
ty of opinion, appertaining particulasly to ourselves, in 
which no other agrees. Our ardent and sincere desire is 
that hostiluies may svon cease, and that the partes may 
speedily come to an arrangement, which while it 
may be acceptable and creditable to themselves, will 
reflect an additional lustre to the honor of their coun- 
try. - 

At present we are stunned and alarmed at the pros- 
pect, numerons and contradictory reports are afloat, 
and such iw the uncertain state of things that poer. 
cal stock among the booksellers has tallen wuhin 
the last week titty per cent. There has been to-day 
a little advancing; but still all is doubttul and fluctua- 
ting. 

If we are permitted as impartial witnesses to give 
an opinion; we would advise instantly the elevation 
of a Flag of Pruce—the im-ned ate ces-ation of hos 
tilries, and the apy nt of M invested with 
tull powers, to negociate a treaty based upon the prin- 
ciples of honour, justice and generosity. 

But if m sp te of these friendly admonitions and the 
remonstranees of the elhed powers, the partics stiuld 
still determine to involve the country in a destructive 
and disgraceful war,— why then we say to them in the 
spint of candour and truth, that they must answer for 
the consequences, and at the bar of public opinion they 
will be t:ied and condemned for their auamiable de- 
linquencies. Poetry will be banished as pernicious to 
the tranquility and interests of civilized society and 
the followers of it, will be treated with indignation 
and disgrace. Beware then, that you bring not the 
divine art into dwrepute by your foolish squabbles— 
pause ere you are guilty of acte which years of repen- 
tance cannot atone for, nor all the Waters of Jordan 
wash out. 





The doom of poets under almost any circumstance 
is wretched enough, add not to your crunes by mn- 
ning agaist one another. li ye are deat to the voice 
of the living, listen to the spirit of Queveda who de- 
scribed your state three hundred years ago, and sliud-
